Make Canal a Necessity.

cities on this continent—Chicago and New 
York. In these two cities and along the 
line of travel live from seven to nine mil- 
lions of people that would be directly 
affected by this internal improvement— 
one-tenth of the population of this repub- 
lic. With the lands on which they live 
increased-in value, their hands employed 
In labor and all- kinds of business In- 
creased an hundred fold, why should we 
hesitnle to give this movement a national 
character and a mighty impulse?

Home Made Bleaches That 


Remove Stains from Linen 


Javelle water is one of the best pre- 


parations for removing stains from 
table or other white linen, and If care- 
fully used will be harmless. But the 
bleach is a strong one, and it permit- 
ted to stand for an instant after the 
discoloration has disappeared the ma- 
terial will be weakened and in a short 
time will break. 


The^ water is made by'dissolving- half 


a pound of salsoda in a pint of boil- 
ing water and in a quart of boiling 
water put a quarter of a pound of 
chlorido of lime. When the two mix- 
tures are dissolved they are mingled. 
A thorough stirring is given and the 
liquid left to cool, when the cleared 
portion Is poured off and tightly cork- 
ed. It must bo kept In'a -dark place. 
To use, a little Is put into a basin. The 
discoloration Is wet~'with clear water 
and then put Into' the -bleach. 
The 


satin should disappear in a moment 
and the 
material 
is 
immediately 


plunged Into cold water, and then into 
a fresh -supply, to stop any action of 
tho acid. 
Only; that which Is stained 


may be'wet-with javelle. 


Oxalic acid, used in the same man- 


ner, will also remove stains unless 
they are very deepseated. 
To mix, 


some crystals are put into a bottles. 
Two ounces is a good amount. A gill 
of water is added and the. bottle is 
shaken frequently until many of the 
crystals are dissolved. Twelve hours 
may be allowed for It. Half a gill of 
the solution, strained, is put into a 
gallon of water, if the acid is to bo 
used as a general bleach ford clothes 
yellowed by being put away, but they 
must bo wet before being put Into tha 
acid bath. To use for stains, a gill of 
the solution is added 
to a pint of 


water, and tho spot touched with it, as 
with javelle. This, and the other, are 
poison, and the bottle should be so la- 
belled. They must nit be used if thera 
are.abrasions on the hands. 


Very smalV spots on white linen ara 


sometimes removed simply by wetting 
the head of sulphur matches, one after 
the other, and rubbing them over'tha 
discoloration. It is the sulphur which 
acts beneficially,.

Financial Operations. 


. Comparing the financial operations 
of his administration with those of 
former years and giving figures show- 
ing the balances and the expenditures 
the mayor draws some very satisfac- 
tory results.

assumed office, 'there %was a cash Bal- 
ance on hand o£ general funds, after 
meeting the expenses of the city gov- 
ernment during the year 1905, of $89,- 
728.84, on January 1, 1907, $102.149.20, 
on January 1, 1908, $128,653.21, and on 
January 1, 1909, $134,857.00. 


This . increase each succeeding year 


n the cash balance cannot be at- 
tributed to any Increase in the city 
tax levy for general purposes, which 
has remained the same (nearly 
34 


cents) during those years, nor can the 
comptroller be accused of refusal of 
giving his consent to appropriation of 
money for all needed public improve- 
ments. 
The reports of the various 


boards will show .j(.hat ndt only has 
money been supplied them to pay all 
the expenses of their departments, ami 
maKe all needed public improvements, 
but 
that 
many 
extraordinary and 


heavy expenditures have been made 
by some of the departments for im- 
provements in addition to the ex- 
penses of conducting the ordinary and 
regular affairs of the city. 
This Is 


count. 
The bonded debt of the city, 


which on January 1, 190G, amounted to 
$.604,800, has been reduced to $589,800 
January 1, 1309, and a further reduc- 
tion of $5,000 will be made during the 
present year. 


The mayor touches upon the work of 


each o£ the departments of his city 
government and has a word of praise 
tor all of the boards and congratulates 
the city on the advancement made in 
the matter of public play grounds. 
' • 
The Asphalt Plant.' 


"A year ago I recommended the es- 


tablishment of such a plant. 1 now 
renew the recommendation that an ap- 
propriation be made for this purpose. 
The board of public works 
stands 


ready to proceed with this undertaking 
just as soon as the best type of plant 
to'meet the city's requirements can b= 
determined and the necessary appro- 
priation made. 
There are about thir- 


ty miles of sheet asphalt pavement in 
our city, which cost the city, and abut- 
ting property owners, more than 511,- 
000,000. .This mileage is being In- 
creased each year. 
On many of the 


paved , streets the paving companies' 
period of guarantee to make repairs 
have expired, and the cost of this work 
falls upon the city. In addition to this 
there.is also the expense of repairing 
all cuts in both new and old pave- 
ments made for water, gas, sewer con- 
nections, etc. The asphalt companles( 
charge a very hfgh price for repair 
work, especially fbr repairing cuts in 
the pavement; $3 per square yard be- 
ing the usual price. If the city had a 
suitable plant it could do this work for 
much less money. 
The experience oE 


Detroit, Columbus, Indianapolis and 
even small cities like Marion and 
Bluffton, that have municipal plants, 
is that repair work and res'urfacing 
may be done at a cost ranging from 70 
cents to $1 per yard." 


The report was spread on the rec- 


ords, which means that it will be-put 
out 
in pamphlet 
form for distribu- 


tion to other municipalities and to 
citizens who want it bad enough to 
go to the city hall and get it.
